I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  I968  upon  the 
Health  circumstances  of  your  Housing/a unitary  District  which  is  aLso  a Riparian 
Port  Authority.  It  incorporates , as  usual,  the  Report  of  the  Sefior  >:>ubjic 
Health  Inspector . As  as  customary,  statistics  are  emi/loyed  m:t  merely  f(.-r  tare 
acadenn.c  reasons,  but  rather  as  a pointer  to  any  dramatic  changes  from  the 
proceeding  year  as  to  a betterment  or  deteriora-tion  cr,  as  appropriate  in  the 
current  year,  as  an  indication  of  a trend  over  a period  cf  years,  for  the  easiru’ 
planning  of  the  Authority  relative  to  its  future  needs.  According  t.c  the 
Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  your  population  has  increased  from 
to  the  current  10,9^0  but  more  significant  than  that  absolute  increase  of  shout 
300  persons  is  the  fact  that  since  I937  your  Birth  Rate  has  been  cor^istenrly 
(and  still  is  yet  again)  higher  than  the  rates  refl.ected  by  Anglesey  as  a whole, 
and  also  by  England  & Wales.  Additionally,  it  may  be  well  to  surmise  than  wi-*:!! 
a projected  nearbye  major  industrial  project  the  more  associated  vrith  the  younger 
age  groups,  that  that  h^gh  birth  rate  may  not  only  continue  but  increase  in  degree, 


The  Death  Rate  at  12.93  (corrected)  in  1964,  was  the  lowest  since  i960,  and 
then  unaccountably  the  following  year  of  I965  reflected  an  appreciable  increase 
to  no  less  than  15.?4  but  in  the  following  year  (I966)  that  figure  fell  to  13. 65 
(comparing  with  the  County's  12,2  and  v;ith  11.0  for  England  & Wales), 


In  1967  the  Death  Rate  fell  again  - 12,6  (Anglesey  12,6  and  England  & V/ales 
11.2).  In  the  current  year  your  Death  Re.te  has  increased  again  to  I3.6  and  as 
such  compares  with  Anglesey's  12.7  and  with  the  similar  rate  of  12.7  of  England 
& Wales . “ 


The  proportion  of  death  occurences  as  to  the  male  and  females  was  as  o?  is  to 
7>* » study  of  the  causes  of  death  does  not  reveal  any  significant  erj'vironmental 
factor  under  the  control  of  this  Sanitary  Authority.  But  it  may  be  of  interest 
to  note  that  cancer  groups,  male  and  female  together,  have  increased  in  the 
twelve  months  from  the  earlier  21  to  the  current  39 » The  malignant  .lung  group 

static  at  7»  There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis , Incicientallv 
it  xs  perhaps  a bj.t  disappointing  that  in  contrast  with  the  single  notification 
of  the  precec-ing  year  (that  of  a man  aged  44  years)  that  the  current  year  has 
produced  four  such  notifil. cations , but  it  should  be  noted  with  at  loast  some 
satisfaction,  that  one  of  these  four  cases  w^as  of  the  non-i'espira.toj'‘y  type  and 
therefore  non-d  nfectious  form  and  that  the  respective  ages  cf  73,  31 , 36  and  4? 
are  of  the  lesser  xnfectivity  signxficance  to  the  rest  of  the  coinmunity.  The

in  his  accompanying  Annual  Report  the  Senior  Public  Insoector  details 

tne  annual  rate  of  Council  House  rcmpletion  since,  and  includi.ng  1939?  and  it  wi?.l 
be  noted  tha.t  a further  64  w-ere  completed  during  the  year.  It  may  be  of  interest 
to  reflect,  in  retrospect,  that  in  I963  I reminded  that  in  1933  dt  -was  estimated 
that  accorcing  to  the  accepted  standards  there  were  then  796  unfit  hoa.ses,  and 
that  at  the  rhen  rate  of  replacement,  only  64  would  be  outetending  by  19o0.  A 
summation  of  the  Senxor  Public  Health  Inspector's  figiares  ( '’'939~1968)  can  be 
correlated  to  the  1935  estimates  for  the  then  future.  But  of  ccurso,  in  the 
meanwhile,  ageing  v;ill  not  have  improved  old  properties,  urE.ess  I’eiigious  attention 
is  paid  to  basic  e].ementary  repair  and  maintenance.  There  nia.y  be  no  harm  i.i 
reflecting  that,  proverbially,  family  rehousing  does  not  produce,  in  the  average 
instance,  merely  a raised  standard  in  that  family's  physical  well  being  duixng 
the  ensueing  one  or  two  years , but  rather  progressively  so  over  a much  longer 
period .

Thp  author  o.f  thic  report  is  in  a particular  iDosition  to  so  ocmincnt,  bscause  he 
has  himself  been  carryi.ng  out  Routine  and  Perdodical  School  Medictil  GX-mainaticns 
for  at  least  of  your  juvenile  population  since  19^+? • "he  one  time  major 
prevalance  of  uncleanliness  (due  to  largely  lack  of  facilities)  such  as  lice, 
dirty  clothing  and  scabies  have  now  become  the  minor  occurenc'e  rather  than  the 
3Tule  and  where  occurences  are  almost  universally  associated  with  prcblen:  famaj'es 
such  as  are  inevitably  found  in  every  community 

Because  it  is  my  i esponsibility  so  to  do,  and  also  because  by  s'^atatory 
requirement  the  circulation  of  this  Report  includes  the  two  relevant  KLnisirxes., 

I make  no  apology  for  ^t  again  drawing  your  attention  to  the  high  percenta.ge  of 
diseased  carcase  meat  arriving  by  sea  in  Holyhead.  Admittedly  there  has  been  a 
drop  of  but  2^  but  what  significance  can  that  be  when  the  oeverall  figure  is 
still  no  less  than  88?!$.  It  will  be  remembered  that  I have  been  reporting  adversely 
on  this  subject  annually  ever  since  1964  and  iufact  last  year  I commented  that  the 
two  Ministries  (those  Health  and  Agriculture)  were  aware  of  this  bad  piv'ttro 
no  matter  whether  they  cared  to  do  anythd.ng  about  it  on  behalf  of  the  moat  eating 
community  in  general,  of  whom  I myslef  am  also  one  and  am  not  prepared  to  be  told 
directly,  or  by  suggestion,  that  my  attitude  toward  eating  meat  from  a carcase 
that  contained  disease  should  be  (as  an  act  of  courtesy  or  conveirlence)  to  some 
bodies  else  the  same  as  my  attitude  toward  my  eating  from  a carcase  that  had  not 
contained  any  diseased  matter  - anacomical  factors  or  no  anatomical  factorslll 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  courtesy,  support  and  interest  and  the  Clerk  and  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  their  continuing  coopex’ation  and  help  at  all  times.

NATIONAL  ASSISTMCE  ACT.  1943 

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year- to.  laake  application  for  a Court  Order 
under  Section  47  of  the  Act  for  the  removal  to  other  accommodation  of  any’ 'person 
physically  incapacitated  and  living  without  proper  care  and  attention  in  insanitary 
-conditions. 

By  arrangement  \yith  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Hospital  Management 
Committee  the  Mortuary  at  the  Stanley  Sailors’  Hospital  is  available  on  a fee  paying 
basis  for  the  reception  of  dead  bodies  and  it  was  used  eleven  times,. 

CAMPING  AND  CARAVAI'J  SITES 

Causing  and  caravaning  are  not  a problem  in  the  Urban  District  but  the 
illicit  overnight  parking  of  touring  caravans  in  the  promenade  area  is  a matter  of 
increasing  concern.  In  February  the  County  Council  convened  a meeting  at  Llangefni 
of  Local  Authority  representatives  and  other  interested  parties  xthere  it  v/as  agreed 
that  the  general  principle  of  a Municipal  Caravan  Site  for  the  county  shou;.d  be  a 
matter  for  further  discussion  by  the  District  Councils,  The  suggestion  from  the 
Council  that  Porthyfelin  Farm  Field  could  be  used  as  a caravan  park  mainly  as  an 
overnight  stop  in  connection  with  the  Car  Ferry  Service  was  found  to  be  at  variance 
^7ith  the  policy  of  the  County  Planning  Committee. 

Over  the  Easter  week-end  the  Beach  Car  Park  was  invaded  by  a party  of  four 
Liverpool  youths  and  they  v/ere  finally  persuaded  to  strike  their  tent  and  clear  off 
after  it  was  shown  to  them  that  their  tent  was  pitched  ri^t  behind  the  prohibitive 
notice  vdiich  they  claimed  not  to  have  seen  as  they  had  arrived  at  1 ,30  on  that  Good 
Friday  morning. 

It  took  the  full  Spring  Bank  Holiday  week-end  to  persuade  a caravan  to 
move  »ff  the  land  at  the  Porthyfelin  end  of  the  Promenade  as  the  parents  claimed 
that  their  small  daughter  v/as  not  well  enough  to  move  and  stay  they  did  as  they  no 
doubt  originally  intended.  ..  . 

PUBLIC  CONWIEiNrCES  ’ - 

There  are  four  female  and  four  male  conveniences  built  as'  four  units  ■which 
were  cleansed  by  a part-time  female  cleaner  and  a full-time  male  cleaner.  All  four 
female  conveniences  have  'vvash— hand  basins  and  three  of  the  four  male  conveniences  are 
similarly  equipped.  The  ■wanton  damage  to  these  conveniences  and  the  obscene  and 
other  ■writings  on  the  v/alls  and  doors  are  a sad  refelction  on  the  mentality  of  a 
small  perc?ntage  of  users. 

, The  crude  and  inadequate  open  air  public  urinal  at  the  Park  is  the  only 
convenience  there  to  which  the  public  have  a right  of  access  and  this  matter  has 
been  mentioned  annually  since  1953  EiJid  in^rovements  were  agreed  upon  at  one  time  but 
the  project  did  not  receive  loan  sanction.  It  is  felt  that  there  should  be 
suitably  sited  male  and  female  conveniences  available  for  the  public  during  the  summer 
season.

SMOKE  ABA.TEMEI'JT 

Smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  not  the  public  health  problem  that 
it  is  in  the  industrial  areas  and  the  chronic  source  of  pollution  is  the  domestic 
chimney. 


The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regiilations,  1956,  prohibit 
the  emission  of  black  smoke  for  more  than  three  minutes  in  the  aggregate  in  any 
period  of  thirty  minutes  and  no  vessel  was  observed  to  be  contravening  the 
Regulations.  ^ 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  • . 


The  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is -responsible  for  refuse  collection 
and  disposal.  A new  25/40  cubic  yard  automatic  continuous'  loading,  conpression 
refuse  collection  vehicle  v;ent  into  service  in  December,  1968  superseding  a similar 
vehicle  which  had  been  in  use  since  October,  1965. 

Refuse  disposal  is  at  the  Felin  Ddwr  tip  vdiich  was  commenced  in  March, 

1966.  . 

The  Refuse  Collection' Team  is  composed  of  loader/driver  and  four  men 
and  the  Refuse  Tip  labour  force  consists  of  one  attendant  with  assistance  as 
considered  necessary. 

One  result  of  attendance  at  the  annual  conference,  of  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  at  Eastboxome  in  .September,  1967  v/as^  the  purchase  this 
year  of  620  plastic  3;^  cubic  feet  capacity  bins  at  a cost  of  £1259  in  preference 
to  the  smaller  and  much  heavier  2 cubic  feet  capacity  galvanised  iron  bin.  This 
change  is  appreciated  by  both  House-holders  and  Bin-men  giving  the  former  a larger 
capacity  bin  for  the  bulkier  present  day  refuse  and  giving  the  latter  a much 
lighter  load  to  carry  to  the  refuse  collection  vehicle  - indeed  this  new  type  of 
bin  has  become  a hygienic  statxos  symbol  amongst  discerning  House-holders.

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This  summary  does  not  contain  applications  from  persons  resident  outside 
the  Urban  Area  and  it  reveals  very  clearly  that  the  demand  is  for  the  smaller  type 
of  dwelling  and  mostly  from  elderly  people  who  find  their  present  accommodation 
unsuitable  for  various  reasons.

1 or  2,  and  not  more  than  20^^  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade  2fr  The  void 
samples  were  due  to  a refrigeration  fault  affecting  the  samples. 

Itinerant  Retailers 

One  itinerant  retailer  operating  from  prerad.ses  outside  the  urban  area,  war 
observed  vrithin  the  dis  trict  from  time  to  time  anri  due  to  the  erratic  nature  of  hie 
movements  ’which  mearn  that  he  has  to  be  sou^t  in  the  evenings,  and  very  ofven  then 
without  success,  it  v/as  only  possible  to  obtain  three  samples  of  ice  cream  of  which 
tvro  T/ere  classed  ir.  Grade  1 and  one  in  Grade  2, 

Soft  Ice  Cream  ■ - 

Twenty-six  samples  vrere  obtained  from  one  itinerant  retailer  of  soft  ice 
c-  am  based  vd.thin  the  urban  district  and  twenty- two  were  classified  in  Grade  1, 
one  in  Grade  2,  one  in  Grade  3 and  tvro  samples  were  declared  void, 

ICELK  GOLTROL 

There  v/ere  only  three  of  the  six  producer/retailers  vdio  \/ere  previously 
in  business  operating  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  forty-four  samples  of  Untreated 
Milk  were  obtained  for  examination  j)urx30ses. 

The  milk  of  five  of  the  retailers  was  subimitted  once  to  the  biological 
test  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  infection  and  all  samples  were  reported  to 
be  free  of  infection. 

With  the  use  of  penicillin  to  combat  mastitis' 'there  are  now  tv/o  routine 
tests  applfed  as  a safeguard  against  the  consumption  of  miLc  containing  traces  of 
the  drug  which  might  be  x^rejudicial  to  the  consumer.  The  Ring  Test  -//as  negative 
eight  times  on  the  milk  of  two  produce'  , seven  times  on  the  milk  of  another  two 
producers,  five  times  on  the  milk  of  a further  one  producer  arl  'bv/ice  on  the  milk 
of  the  rema.in-lng  producer.  The  Test  for  Antibiotic  Subset ances  v/as  negative  three 
times  on  the  milk;  of  four  producers,  t\'/ice  on  the  milk  of  one  x^roducer  and  once  cn 
the  milk  of  the  i-emaining  producer. 

The  Methylene  Blue  Test  is  applied  for  cleanll.ness  and  all  seven  sanples 
from  one  retailer  were  stxtisfactory,  all  five  from  another  retailer  were  satisfactc . 
seven  out  of  eight  were  satisfactory  jn  another  retailer,  six  cut  of  eigjht  samples 
v/ere  satisfactory  in  'Mvo  more  retailers  and  one  sample  out  of  two  was  satisfactory 
in  the  remaining  retailer.

2/-I-  inspections  of  onsoimd  food  v/ere  made  at  12  premises  and  218  visits  v/er 
made  to  72  premises  for  observation  purposes,  and  to  advise  on  compliance  v/ith  the 
provisions  of  the  Pood  axl  Drugs  Acb.  1955,  and  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  i960. 

After  investigation  complaints  about  a dirty  milic  bottle  and  about 
foreign  matter  in  another  rrdlk  bottle  v/ere  referred  to  the  County  Consumer 
Protection  Department  as  the  County  Council  are  the  Licensing  Authority  under  the 
Milic  (Special  Designation}  Regulations  1963» 

An  in.dstance  by  a harassed  ho\Jse\'d.fe  that  a half  jjound  packet  of 
Australian  Butter  was  tainted  and  unfit  led  to  the  submission  of  the  butter  for 
examinai'don  by  the  Public  jlnalyst  who  reported  that  it  was  normal  in  composition 
with  no  abnormal  taste.  The  explanation  here  is  probably  to  be  found  in  the  fact 
that  this  type  of  butter  is  often  a cheap  multiblended  product  of  differing  flavours 
and  uneven  on  the  palate. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  in  determining  whether  a splinter  of  colour-- 
less  crystalline  solid  found  in  a loaf  of  bi-ead  was  in  fact  a dangerous  sliver  of 
glass  and  dn  the  absence  of  positive  identification  and  taking  all  the  circurrstarxje^’ 
into  consideration  further  action  was  not  thought  necessary. 

It  vras  interesting  to  find  an  offensive  abscess  of  staphylococcal  origin 
in  a tin  of  Daiiish  Cooked  Ham  and  countryman’ s logic  suggests  that  it  was  the 
result  of  an  infected  bite  mark  after  a not  unusual  difference  of  opinion  amongst 
pigs  leading  to  a gi'unting  sque.-ling  biting  sessions  with  a flurry  of  curly  tails, 
aid  not  to  be  too  flippant  the  haa  wis  obviously  rejected  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

The  proud  mother  of  a.  yoimgster  doing  biology  at  school  had  sudden 
agoni.sing  doubts  about  the  identity  of  a forlorn  Chinese  frozexi  rabbit  vdiich  was 
being  prepared  for  cooking  but  it  was  possible  to  reassure  her  that  whilst 
Chinamen  perhaps  had  a leaning  towards  cooking  rats,  cats  and  dogs  it  wxs  only  for 
private  consumption  and  not  for  exporting  on  a commercial  basis  to  this  countr3’' 
for  sale  at  reputable  reta.ilers  , 
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A hysterical  outburst  by  a mother  bent  on  protecting  her  cnm  chil('’r cn 
and  nil  the  other  children  attending  the  same  school  against  the  dire  ccr.inequences 
of  eating  alleged  stale  sausages  which  she  had  noticed  v/hen  out  shoppong  had  to 
be  treated  v'-dth  the  utmost  seriousness  not  so  much  beca'use  of  the  risk  of  food 
poisoninng  biit  because  of  the  consequences  tho.t  this  kiixi  of  'Loose  todk  could  have 
on  the  reputations  oi  the  retailer  L\nd  the  manufacturers  concern.  The  cru:c  of 
this  whole  matter  lies  in  the  careful  rotation  of  stock  in  refrigerated  displ'y 
cabinets  automatically'  stocked  uj^  by  high  pressure  van  sol-es--rnen  operating  on 
Merseyside  and  North  .This  Icind  of  commodity  has  a 'limited  shelf  life  and 

there  was  a welter  of  conflicting  evidence  and  the  rota:"-er  , -•av..'...u.l'actLjrers  and 
se3r;-icing  agents  for  the  refrigerator  denied  liability  for  the  very  good  reason 
that  the  offending  sausages  had  been  destroyed  the  same  day  as  the  comj-daint  v/as 
made  and  were  not  available  as  evidence  but  a.  lot  of  time  was  spent  trying  to  ma'^e 
the  retailer  aware  that  strict  a.ttention  to  stock  rotation  is  not  only  sound 
common  sen-'”  but  a.lso  good  business. 

Alterations  cind  improvements  v/ere  completed  in  one  grocery  shop  and  one 
butchers’  shop^  Fifteen  premises  were  found  to  be  affected  by  drainage  or 
sevrerage  trouble  and  a.ttention  was  given  to  eight  mouse  infestations,  seven  ra"';
